REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


The general health of the inhabitants of the Town has 
been good during the year. There has been quite an extensive 
epidemic of whooping cough in mild form. Some of the cases 
have been reported to the Board, but many of them have not. 
All cases should be reported. One case of Diphtheria and 
three of Pulmonary Tuberculosis have been reported, also one 
case of Typhoid Fever and one of Tracoma. On account of 
the danger from Infantile Paralysis the Board of Health 
quarantined a few children coming into town during the sum- 
mer months from infected districts, for a period of two weeks. 

The following list of diseases has been declared danger- 
ous to the public health by the State Department of Health, 
and should be reported to the local Board of Health: 

Actmomyeosis; Anterio-polomyelitis; Anthrox; Asiatic 
Cholera; Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis; Chicken Pox; Diphtheria; 
Iyog-bite (requiring anti-rabic treatment); Dysentery: (a) 
Amebic; (b) Bacillary; German Measles; Glanders; Hookworm 
Disease; Infectious Diseases of the Eye: (a) Ophtalmia Neo- 
natorium; (b) Suppurative Conjunctivitis; (c) Tracoma; Lep- 
rosy; Malaria; Measles; Mumps; Pellagra; Rabies; Scarlet 
Fever; Septic Sore Throat; Small Pox; Tetanus; Trichinosis; 
Tuberculosis (all forms); Typhoid Fever; Typhus Fever; 
Whooping Cough; Yellow Fever.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


, “ 


To the School Committee: 


~ I herewith submit the following report for your considera- 
tion: 

The Superintendent is pleased to report that the quality of 
teaching throughout the town is improving. ‘The corps of 
teachers is stronger in teaching efficiency and from a dis- 
ciplinary standpoint than it has been for several years. It 
is right that it should be thus, since the town is investing more 
money in the salaries of teachers-than it has done heretofore. 
There is an excellent spirit of earnestness and a desire to do 
all possible that the pupils may get the necessary knowledge, 
the skill, and the willingness, that will make them desirable 
members of society. The teachers and pupils have more in 
common in work and recreation than they have had for some 
time. This is partly due to the increase of Manual Arts in 
the schools, and partly due to the fact that teachers are giving 
more attention to the outside school life, including the play 
of children. 

In arithmetic we have begun a method which we believe 
valuable in grades, one, two and three. ‘The method pro- 
vides a large quantity of profitable busy work and a minimum 
of formal recitation. It provides definite instructions for the 
teachers; and thus all the pupils, in any one of the three 
grades, are receiving the same instruction in that subject. It 
is a system which the untrained teacher may, by study, grasp 
and use successfully. 

The plan of alternation is being carefully worked out and 
is proving satisfactory in that the number of classes is de- 
creased and recitation periods lengthened. Some of the 
changes in text-books, which were mentioned in the last year’s 
report, we have begun to make, but the changes are far from 
being completed. 
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The committee has under consideration rules and regula- ~ 
tions for all divisions of the school department. We believe 
that the same will be beneficial to all having connection with 
the schools. ‘Through them each person will know his duties 
and understand his relations to the school system and the 
townspeople. 

The high cost of ving is having its influence upon the 
cost of running the schools. Supplies have gone up in price 
in. some cases 100 per cent. within the last year. ‘l’ext-books 
were increased in price on the first of January this year. Ail 
in all, it will cost more to run the schools next year than it 
has this year, if we continue to improve the efficiency of the 
schools in all departments; and of course we could not Ennis 
of doing otherwise. 

It is unfortunate that we have so many separate schools 
along the street car line.’ If we had all the schools in one 
building the pupils would be more accurately classified and 
work of the present seven schools would be carried on at less 
cost and with better results. . 

. The tendency throughout New England at the present time 
is strongly toward an eight-grade system where we have a 
nine-grade system. It is felt that a majority of the pupils 
can do the work that is done in less time by a year. It is true 
that some pupils need nine years or even more, but that is not 
a good reason for obliging others who can do the work in 
eight or even seven years to mark time for one or two years. 
‘There are those who are able to complete the course in seven 
years, but it is hardly possible for them to do so with our 
present system and no special teachers for atypical pupils. 
With the present conditions, however, the Superintendent 
would not recommend an eight-grade system; but if we could 
lengthen the year to thirty-eight weeks, admit no child to’the 
first grade who is not at least six years of age, procure trained 
or experienced teachers, have a good school attendance, he 
believes that the eight-grade system would be the better. In- 
efficient teachers and frequent changes of instructors retard 
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the progress of students and tend to make nine years necessary. 


In the matter of attendance, we should do better; for many 


of the cases of absence and tardiness are really due to illegiti- 
mate reasons. A child who is out of school a day has lost 
20 per cent. of the week’s work. Not only that, but he has 
lost more because he is not prepared, when he returns, to take 
up the work of the class; either he loses or the class loses, be- 
cause work that is “made up” is indifferently done by both 
the pupil and the teacher. ‘The tendency is to hold up the 
class for the pupil who has been absent; or to put it another 
way, the teacher takes class time that she should be using for 
the advancement of the class in helping the sometime absentee 
to grade with the class. Good school attendance is a necessity 
for good school work, for unless the attendance is good the 
pupil fails to get the greatest benefit possible from the oppor- 
tunities offered. When attendance and mental ability are 
good, the progress of the school is a responsibility of the 
teachers. Going to school should be looked at as a business 
in which young people are engaged daily: They should feel 
a constraint to observe that same punctuality and regularity 
in attendance as would be required of them were they working 
for pecuniary consideration in a store, office or shop. Asa 
matter of fact, the hours spent in school are money earning 
hours, in that power derived therefrom is paid for in money 
later for services rendered elsewhere. 


The business of the school department requires more room 
for the transaction of its business and for storage of books 
and supplies. It is cheaper to buy supplies in large quantities 
than in small quantities. There is a saving on the goods 
themselves and a saving on their transportation. ‘There is 
also the added advantage of having the supplies to use when 
the teachers call for them. It would be very useful to the 
townspeople if there were a business office to which they could 
go to consult with the School Committee or the Superin- 
tendent on school matters. 
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This year two factors are bringing about acloser relationship 
among pupils, parents and teachers. Both factors are not 
always found in each school, though both find common ground ~ 
in interest of children. 

The first is Manual Arts. Sewing and cooking will be 
strongly in evidence, because the girls and parents want them 
and are willing to help provide for them. Cold lunches 
should give way to well prepared and plain warm ones. ‘The 
great amount of time, much more than is necessary for the 
learning of lessons, gives opportunity for this profitable occu- 
pation. No time needed for regular lessons will be taken. 

Manual work for the boys should be provided as they have 
as much time and as much need of: the training in muscular 
sensitiveness, exercise of judgment, increase of observation and 
accuracy, as the girls. | | 

The work in Manual Arts is on the increase with the active 
cooperation of the school authorities. There seems to be no 
good reason why the surplus time of the pupils in school 
should not be taken up in the doing of something that pro- 
vides activity leading to knowledge and to the acquirement of 
skill, even though it may not be based upon book study. 
Necessity for learning a lesson in a shorter time impels a 
pupil to more intense mental activity and decreases the ten- 
dency toward mental inertness and indolence. 

The children who can do and make things are more helpful 
in the home and of greater community worth. They are 
learning in school what has concrete value out of school. 

The second factor is play. Play directed or supervised by 
the teachers and in which the teachers take an active part is 
becoming quite general. It is a good tendency. It increases 
cordial relations. among all, and aids each to understand the 
other. Unpleasant happenings are stopped at the incipient 
stage. The children learn to play with less selfishness and 
a greater regard for the success of the group than of the 
individual.

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RBHEPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


The examination of the school children gave better averages 
of health in general than for any year which I have reported. 
There are about the same number of pupils and the teeth are 
in much better condition than before. This is mainly due 
to the assistance of our teachers, who, by calling attention to 
the very urgent need of sanitary mouths to good health, have 
got very excellent results, and at the present time it is the 
exception to examine a mouth that shows entire disrgeard for 
the better care of the teeth, and with this important improve- 
ment we must get better reports all along the line, as we are sure 
that bad results follow bad teeth, while good care of the teeth 
gives the child a better understanding of personal hygiene than 
any other one instruction. ‘The number of enlarged and dis- 
eased tonsils have very materially improved, some by opera- 
tion and some by better care of the mouth and improvement 
of the general health. While operation is very urgently 
needed in some cases, for diseased tonsils and adenoids, it 


must be remembered that this is no trifling operation, and 


should be consented to with care, as to the operator, as serious 
results sometime follows, in the form of lung abscesses, 1f care- 
lessly done. 

We have had to deal with an epidemic of whooping cough 
that has caused great inconvenience and pain to scholars, 
parents and friends, to say nothing of the loss to the child 
from not being admitted to school, or at least to most affected 
not being sent by parents. It is a great and very grave mis- 
take to be careless about sending a child to any place where 
children congregate, and especially to school, with any 
symptom very suggestive of an infectious or contagious dis- 
ease. ‘This we find is done by careless or ignorant parents 
and guardians, either maliciously or otherwise, and if they 
could be instructed that their carelessness may indirectly be 
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the cause of the death of an infant they would be more care- 
ful, and certainly such is the case, as whooping cough is a 
very serious condition for the infant, the mortality being over 
30 per cent. for children under six months of age, and this 
applies to all of the diseases common to childhood to some 
‘degree. And with some parents we find that an air of de- 
fiance is offered when a child is excluded from school with 
symptoms that are suggestive of a disease dangerous to the 
school or other children, the child being allowed to go to 
gatherings and ride on the street cars, which must be a menace 
for those who use the cars and have the right to expect that 
‘they are not being endangered thereby. The old accepted 
idea that all children must have all or at least most of the 
children’s diseases has long since been exploded, and the 
radical way to exterminate many of these is by the minutest 
are of those who are diseased or suspected of disease. ‘There- 
fore, parents, please give the children your protection by tak- 
ing the best care of those entrusted to your care. 

The school rooms have been generally improved by paint, 
‘varnish, paper, plaster and useful repairs and are in very 
vood condition from a sanitary point of view. 

The outbuildings and water closets are usually in as good 
condition as can be expected, in fact much better than I have 
‘ever found them. ‘The Shattuckville. School should have a 

vater closet at the earliest possible time. This 1s needed 
most of any school by the fact there is a large attendance 
and the privy is a part of the main building. ; 

Very few of the pupils are unvaccinated and those have 
satisfactory certificates_of poor health. 

This report is given for your careful consideration, and as 
school physician and citizen, with the interest of the scholars 
at heart, I ask of you the interest of all, and selfishness to 
none.
